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Public meet to air charter status for 


Huron Township residents are 
expected to turn out in big numbers 
for a special public information 
meeting Thursday, May 10, on 
whether the township should change 
to a charter type of government. 

Scheduled to begin at 7:30 p m. at 
the Miller Elementary School, the 
meeting will center on the township 
board’s announced intention to pass 
a resolution of intent to become a 
charter township. 

Clerk Mary Lou Carey said a 13- 
member committee named in 
January to investigate and research 
the charter township status for 


Huron has completed its assignment 
and will inform the general public of 
its findings. 

Members of the committee in- 
clude Sup. Roy Raker and Trustee 
A. J. Haener, who functions as 
chairman. 

Mrs. Carey said questions still left 
unanswered were sent by the 
committee to the Michigan Town- 
ship Association for clarification. 
Answers sent by the MTA to the 
committee will be presented by the 
committee at the special meeting. 

Following completion of its study, 
the committee voted 12-1 to 


recommend to the board that it 
change to a charter township type of 
government. The lone dissenting 
vote was cast by George Angel, 
former supervisor and present 
member of the Huron school board. 

Asked to comment on the charter 
township for Huron, Mrs. Carey 
said, “My main concern is the 
protection it would afford against 
annexation. We presently have to 
worry about Romulus on the north 
and Flat Rock on the southeast. ” 

Under Michigan law, a city can 
annex a township, but the reverse is 
not allowed. 


Attempts last year by the town- 
ship board to pursue the charter 
type of township government were 
beaten when it was defeated by 
township voters during the last 
election. Opposition at that time was 
led by Angel, the clerk said. 

Some township residents seemed 
afraid of the provision that permits a 
charter township to levy up to five 
mills for operation, as opposed to 
only one mill for a general law 
township such as Huron is now. 

Currently, Huron assesses the one- 
mill levy for operational purposes 
and another 12 mills voted in by 


taxpayers to pay for water and 
sewer improvements. 

“If the board passes a resolution 
of intent to become a charter 
township, we will incorporate a 
provision that states the township 
will not levy more than the one mill 
being assessed now for operation,’’ 
Mrs. Carey emphasized. 

The special public meeting May 10 
also will gather input from local 
residents on how they feel toward 
the charter township plan. 

A similar situation exists in Van 
Buren Township where a successful 
petition drive will see the charter

township proposal placed on the 
ballot at the next election. 

A few months back, the Van Buren 
Township Board passed a resolution 
of intent to become a charter 
township. However, before the 
mandatory 60-day waiting period 
was up, the petition drive forced a 
change in plans. 

Some Van Buren residents had 
expressed the same fears as those in 
Huron about a possible increase in 
millage, although the township 
board assured them it had no plans 
to hike the one-mill rate now in ef- 
fect.

Space World gets extra scrutiny 
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board of appeals and the consultants 
hired by the township are all looking 
out for our best interests.’’ 

She declared the park would 
provide a year-around tax base for 
the township. With the exception of 
Trustee John Puskar, former 
supervisor, everyone on the board is 
in favor of its construction, she said. 

The clerk said she could not un- 
derstand where those now aligned 
against the park’s construction were 
when the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority took over 
more than 4,000 acres of township 
land for its park system after the 
end of World War II. 

“They took all of that land off the 


township’s tax rolls resulting in the 
loss of considerable revenue, plus 
the parks attract large crowds from 
the city. We’ve had many traffic 
problems and riots in the park since 
then,’’ she maintained. 

To add insult to injury, township 
tax dollars paid in special 
assessments by residents for the 
park system go to pay for security 
guards there. 

“If the Space World park works 
out, its benefits will far outweigh 
any problems it will bring,’’ Mrs. 
Carey said. 

On the plus side, she noted, many

A court-ordered public hearing at 
7:30 p.m. Thursday, May 17, will air 
further details of the Space World 
lunar park proposed for the Huron 
Township area. 

The hearing at Huron Township 


Hall, which is one more than the two 
required by state law, is the latest in 
a continuing series of court actions 
between the township and a handful 
of residents opposing the giant 
entertainment park. 

Estimated by the developer, 
Space World of Livonia, to cost some 
$40 million, the park is proposed for 


a 175-acre parcel southeast of New 
Boston. A total of nearly 400 acres is 
under option to Space World. 

The suit brought by those opposed 
to the project to halt its construction 
has been “unsuccessful so far,” said 
Clerk Mary Lou Carey. 

The park’s opponents fear the 
entertainment park would bring 


traffic problems, excessive noise 
and general inconvenience to the 
area by the large influx of people 
associated with its operation and 
hordes of spectators. 

“I’m personally in favor of the 
park,” said Mrs. Carey. “I feel 
certain that the township board, the 
planning commission, the zoning

broken right arm and was taken to 
Beyer Memorial Hospital, Ypsilanti, 
the report by patrolmen Dave 
Patemia and Geroge Wesson stated 

Det. Jimmy Cranford said the 
crash is still under investigation. No 
citations had been issued as of press 
time Monday. 

The crash last Wednesday makes 
five in Romulus in which fatalities 
have occurred during the last two 
months, police said. 


Role of two airports 
to be aired at meet 


Local residents, as well as local 
officials, will again have an op- 
portunity next week to see, hear, and 
discuss the future roles of both 
Detroit Metropolitan Wayne County 
Airport in Romulus and Willow Run 
Airport in Van Buren Township. 

Public information meetings, part 
of a recently begun Master Plan 
Study of the airports which will take 
approximately two years to com- 
plete, will be held on Wednesday, 
May 16, and Thursday, May 17. Both 
meetings will begin at 7 : 30p.m. 

Although the $600,000 Master Plan 
Study, financed from federal grants, 
will encompass both of the airports 
operated by the Wayne County Road 
Commission, each airport will be 
discussed separately. 

The public information meeting on 
Metro Airport will be held Wed- 
nesday, May 16, 1979 in the Romulus 
City Hall Council Chambers, 11111 
Wayne Rd. The Willow Run Airport 
meeting will be held Thursday, May 
17, 1979 in the Van Buren Township 
Hall, 46425 Tyler Rd., Belleville. 

Both local communities agreed to 
provide their facilities to permit the 
third-phase information meetings. 
The Dublic is invited and encouraged 


to attend one or both sessions which 
will be conducted by representatives 
of TransPlan, Inc., and independent 
New York-based firm conducting 
the multi-phase Master Plan Study. 

Among the items that will be 
discussed and explained at these 
information meetings will be 
primarily the airports’ current 
capacity demands and looking at 
demands of the year 2000. In ad- 
dition, discussion will center on 
specific facility requirements to 
meet demands such as cargo han- 
dling and terminal space. 

It is expected that this and sub- 
sequent public information meetings 
will become more extensive as to 
final recommendations and methods 
of financing, alternatives and 
discussion of alternative evaluation 
criteria. 

Pending completion of the study 
within a year, recommendations will 
be made to the Board of Wayne 
County Road Commissioners 
(Joseph M. Herron, chairman; 
Freddie G. Burton, vice-chairman; 
and Michael Berry, commissioner) 
who will make their decisions on 
future airport projects and 
development.

Republican Caucus proposal would close loopholes 


Legislation designed to close the 
loopholes in Michigan’s Campaign 
Finance Act has been introduced in 
the Michigan Senate by the Senate 
Republican Caucus 

Chief sponsor of the bill is Senate 
Republican Leader Robert Van- 
derLaan of Kentwood and Senator 
bill Sederburg of East Lansing 
authored the measure. 

‘ The goal of our legislation is to 
enact an explicit, strong, and en- 
forceable Campaign Finance Act for 
Michigan,” VanderLaan explained. 
“As the previous election so clearly 
demonstrated, the present act is too 
vague, weak, and has been virtually 
unenforced. It left the door open for 


both intentional and unconscious 
violations which we believe can be 
avoided in the future by correcting 
the deficiencies in the present law.” 

“Passage of our bill will 
significantly tighten up the statute 
and thereby guarantee the people of 
our state the right to know who — 
and how much — is being con- 
tributed to candidates in Michigan 
and, in effect, who represents the 
strong influences on public policy in 
our state,” he emphasized 

Sederburg, a newcomer to the 
Senate this year, is a former Ingham 
County commissioner who, during 
his service in local government.

These special efforts 
to encourage veterans 
to ask for counseling are

In general, veterans 
have 10 years from their 
date of discharge to use 
GI Bill education and 
training benefits, in- 
cluding this special 
counseling service.

While there is no 
charge for VA coun- 
seling, the veteran must 
pay his or her own 
transportation costs, if 
any. Geland said the

life,” Sederburg noted “Our desire 
is to close these loopholes so that no 
individual or group is allowed, either 
on purpose or by accident, to cir- 
cumvent the original intent of 
campaign finance reform — namely 
to open campaign practices to public 
scrutiny.” 

Specifically, the measure contains 
the following major amendments to 
the Campaign Finance Act w'hich 
would: 

— Prohibit the creation of more 
than one political action committee 
at the same level and disallow the 
transfer of funds between in- 
dependent committees. 


— Prohibit the use of officeholder 
expense funds for political con- 
tributions to candidate committees; 

— Require disclosure of the names 
of the organizers and ad- 
ministrators, in addition to those of 
treasurers, of political action 
committees, thereby eliminating 
anonymous committees; 

Require reporting of ex- 
penditures exceeding $250 for in- 
ternal partisan communications, 
such as mailings, telephone banks, 
etc., by committees, as currently 
required by federal law’ for com- 
munications over $2,000, 

— Prohibit the use of campaign 
funds for routine living expenses of 


candidates which would be incurred 
regardless of candidacy; 

— Define clearly the boundaries of 
the term “contribution” to assure 
that contributors are assured of 
their rights of refusal and that all 
contributions are voluntarily 
donated; 

— Establish guidelines for the 
prompt issuance of all declaratory 
rulings by the Secretary of State 
regarding questionable con- 
tributions or complaints; and 

— Increase penalties and remove 
the cap on fines for late filing of pre- 
election campaign finance 
statements

The family lived on 
Westland Avenue, which backed up 
to the old Korte farm. 

He attended a two-room school, 
which was located on the site of the 
present Ford World Headquarters, 
and later started high school at the 
old Miller School in Springwells. He 
was one of 45 students to graduate 
from the new Fordson High School in 
1929, and has the distinction of being 
the first graduate of that school to 
become an architect. 

In 1934, he received a B.S. in ar- 
chitecture from the University of 
Michigan College of Architecture, 
and secured his first job with 
Bennett and Straight, Architects, in 
Dearborn. 

During the war years, he was 
consulting engineer on the 
development of large timber 
structures for the armed services, 
designing and supervising the 
construction of air hangars. 

In 1945, he organized his own 
architectural firm under the name 
of T. R. Jahr Associates. This later 
became Jahr-Lyman Associates, 
and then Jahr-Anderson Associates. 

In 1950, the firm built their new 
office building, located on Michigan 
near Greenfield, and later received 
a Dearborn City Beautiful Award for 
their landscaping. 

He is a past member of the 
Dearborn Planning Commission, the 
committee to rewrite the Dearborn 
Building Code, chairman of the 
Dearborn Hospital Commission, the 
board of directors of American 
Arbitration Association. He is a past 
president of the University of 
Michigan Alumni Club of Dearborn. 
He is a charter member of the 
Dearborn Elks, former member of 
Dearborn Kiwanis, and the Dear- 
born Players Guild. • 

He is an active member of the 
American Institute of Architects, 
the Michigan Society of Architects, 
the Construction Specifications 
Institute, and the American Con- 
crete Institute. 

He and his wife, the former

CETA funds finance vocational education 


If they only knew about it, many 
Wayne County residents are eligible 
for vocational training that will help 
them enter careers with upward 
mobility patterns. 

More than 80 training slots 
currently are open to qualified 
persons who live in Wayne County, 
but not in Livonia, and who meet 
other screening criteria. 

Trainees will receive the 
minimum wage for the time they 
attend this federally funded 
training. If they qualify, applicants 
can select training as a welder, 
drafter, industrial engineer, 
machinist, tool inspector, electronic 
technician, industrial equipment 
repair, diesel engine mechanic and 
drive train mechanic. 

Vocational training programs are 
administered through Chrysler 
Learning Inc. and funded by the 


Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act 

“If qualified people who need and 
are interested in this training were 
aware of its existence, they could 
contact the office today. They could 
then be enrolled in most programs 
and have money plus be well on their 
way to a meaningful career by the 
early part of the summer,” said 
Robert Hubbard, a program 
supervisor. 

As with most federal programs, 
certain guidelines have to be met. 

For one thing, those considered 
must be able to prove residency in 
Wayne County, excluding Livonia. 
They must also meet federal income 
criteria and be low income, 
unemployed, or underemployed. 
Age is no factor, except for a 
minimum of 18; and applicants are

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Economists agree 


Year-end is tagged as start of economic downturn

Recession. 

"Ooh, that sounds so bad, and 
depressing .” 

Downturn was much preferred by 
Martin Rauscher when describing 
what he termed to be the inevitable 
for 1979 yearend. 

Rauscher, vice-president of the 
Michigan Chamber of Commerce, 
said recession, although 
synonomous to downturn, provided 
too much of a sting. Even slump was 
preferred over recession. 

But economic blow-out, a term 
recently flaunted by Canton 
Township Trustee Robert Green- 


stein, was simply unheard of. It 
proved to be potent enough to send 
Rauscher into a choking spell. 

Economists and market watchers 
interviewed by Associated News- 
papers in recent weeks agreed that 
the United States is destined for 
rougher, slower times* 

None agreed as to why, or how to 
avoid economic perils, but all 
forecasted a gloomy picture. 

Time? Most interviewed, in- 
cluding Greenstein, look to the end 
of the year for the acute economic 
pinch to be felt. 

“It’s just one of those things. 
Everyone seems to be looking to the 
end of 1979. I'm not at all sure as to 
why,” said Rick Johnson, assistant 


House ed panel 
reports out 79 
school aid plan 


A $1,532.6 million measure to fund 
the public schools of Michigan 
during the 1979-80 fiscal year was 
reported out of the House Education 
Committee, according to Rep. Tom 
Brown <D-37th District) a member 
of the House Committee on 
Education. 

The bill represents a $62.1 million 
increase over the current 1978-79 
funding level and is $25.4 million 
above Gov. William Milliken’s 1979- 
80 Executive Budget recom- 
mendations. 

“The Education Committee 
proposal improved upon the 
Governor’s basic state aid formula 
recommendation by $13.4 million,” 
Rep. Brown noted ‘‘In addition, we 
recommended $23 million in special 
assistance to districts with declining 
enrollment — $1.9 million more than 
the Executive Budget proposal.” 

The Education Committee worked 
out a new $2.5 million provision for 
state funding of transportation for 
children who live within the 
traditional 14-mile limit, but are 
faced with unsafe routes when 
walking to school. 

‘‘This is a problem that has been 
before us repeatedly in the past,” 
Brown said. “Hopefully, we have 
worked out a solution that will 
resolve this difficulty.” 

The committee also increased 
special funding for gifted-children 
programs from the current $500,000 
level to $750,000 — $200,000 above the 
$550,000 recommended by the 
Governor. 

The Executive Budget contained a 
“standstill” $13.2 million recom- 
mendation for Intermediate school 
districts, which the Committee 
increased to $14.2 million. 

In addition to raising state funding 
of Vocational Education from $26 
million to $29,526 million, the 
Education Committee added a 
special $500,000 provision for state 
assistance with the purchase of 


needed Vocational Education 
equipment. 

State funding of Special Education 
for Handicapped Pupils was raised 
from $122.1 million to $131,088 
million, while Compensatory 
Education for underachievers in- 
creased from $30.7 million to $32.25 
million. 

Special “Municipal Overburden” 
funding for districts with high non- 
school property tax rates rose from 
$32 to $34 million, while funding of 
bilingual programs for non-Englijh- 
speaking children was increased 
from $4 million to $4.5 million. 

“I look upon the committee’s 
recommendation as a very 
responsible proposal and as the 
minimal effort the state must make, 
if we are to preserve our basic 
school programs,” Representative 
Brown concluded. “I hope very 
much that these recommendations 
can be preserved in the final 
budgeting process.” 

The state school aid bill will now 
be considered by the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. 


director of public relations for 
National Bank of Detroit. 

Terms like crunch, squeeze, pinch 
and contracting economy were 
plucked out of textbooks for 
descriptive purposes. 

But whatever one prefers to term 
it, the effect will be the same. 

Recession will mean fewer jobs 
available, less spendable income for 
capital expenditures, such as 
washers and dryers. People will be 
making do with their current autos, 
and layoffs will be a way of life for 
many. 

And in Michigan, a highly 
productive state, the impact of a 
downturn in the economy will be felt 
sharpest and longer than in the other 
49 states, according to Rauscher 

“Even if we apply the brakes now, 
it will not stop the inevitable. 
Besides no one can agree on how to 
apply the brakes,” Rauscher noted. 

Predicting an even gloomier 
picture than a downturn, Greenstein 
foresees a possible near economic 
collapse. 

The local politician cites a 50-year 
economic cycle as one reason for 
looking to 1979 as the year of the 
predicted fall-out. 

“In 1889 came the first huge 
depression, then 1929 and that leaves 
us with 1979,” he said. 

Another warning signal Green- 
stein said was the implementation of 
voluntary wage controls which 
usually lead to mandatory controls, 
including price ceilings. 

“It’s artificial. Wage and price 
controls will lock us into certain 
wages and prices, but without any 
control on raw materials imported 
from other countries,” he said. “It’s 


the beginning of the end. “All of a 
sudden when people start missing 
products, because manufacturers 
won’t be able to produce with the 
controls, then you’ll see panic.” 

Wage and price guidelines only 
repress inflation, rather than solve 
it, said two economists interviewed 

“Never before has one single 
factor been able to bring the 
economy to a collapse, now we have 
several,” Greenstein said. 

Latest reports have the end-of- 
March quarterly inflation rate at its 
highest in the past four years. 

According to Greenstein, and 
confirmed by a Wayne State 
University economist, inflation is a 
form of taxation and is the prime 
culprit for “throwing the country out 
of kilter.” 

Relieving the country of its 
nagging inflation could quite 
possibly result in a serious 
recession, according to David Fand, 
WSU economist on a special leave of 
absence in Washington, D C. 

Fand said Greenstein’s theories 
were open to much criticism and 
pigeonholing. But said inflation 
must be battled, regardless of side 
effects to the economy. 

“It could mean a recession, but 
it’s really gotten hard to read the 
thermometer. No one knows how to 


predict in the traditional way 
because inflation has changed all the 
meaning of the data we deal with,” 
Fand said 

Greenstein suggests persons begin 
to read more about economic events 
and to prepare for the worst. 

Fand disagrees. He believes that 
what will be, will be. And, in his 
opinion, preparation will do no good. 

“Besides people never do what’s 
good for them anyway,” he said. 

Local financial institutions also 
are beginning to feel a slight pinch, 
Greenstein noted. 

“This is unheard of, but banks now 
are encouraging people to take out 
short-term home mortgage loans, 
and they’re even offering discounts 
on interest rates to get them to go for 
five-year loans instead of the normal 
30-year,” he said. 

Both officials from Manufacturers 
Bank and National Bank of Detroit 
admitted that there has been a shift 


in their economic outlook. Short- 
term loans are encouraged to 
“protect ourselves,” Johnson said 

“With the inflation rate as it is, if 
we loan someone on a fixed rate 
basis, what they’ll be paying us in 
interest in the next 10 years or so 
won’t be nearly what they should 
because of the inflated dollar. We 
will be losing,” Johnson said “But 
that doesn’t mean we believe there 
will be an economic collapse, far 
from it. We re just being prudent in 
our affairs.” 

If for a moment persons could 
remove themselves from actual 
state of affairs to an ideal state, 
Greenstein theorized the “hows” 
and “whens” to pull the country out 
of its bleak condition 

First, he said, he would make it 
illegal for landowners to sell any 
real estate to foreign neighbors. 

Next, he would seriously, “not 
cowardly,” insist on a balanced 
budget.

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Court order delays layoffs 
of county hospital firemen 


Part of a cost reduction by the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners that would eliminate the 
fire fighting unit at the County 
General Hospital in Westland has 
been delayed by a Circuit Court 
restraining order. 

The jobs of 10 firemen are in- 
volved. They are among a total of 30 
positions throughout various county 
departments and agencies that the 
board ordered dropped from the 
payroll on April 29. The firemen, 
however, all members of the In- 
ternational Association of Fire 
Fighters, AFL-CIO, filed suit on 
April 26, and Judge James A. 
Hathaway ordered their positions 
maintained until a hearing before 
Judge GeorgeT. Martin on May 4. 

In their suit the firemen claim a 
violation of State Statute 312, which 
they claim prohibits changes in 
collective bargaining units during 
arbitration. The firemen filed for 
arbitration when their 3-year con- 
tract expired in November. 

County Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Edward Douglas charged 
the firemen with misuse of the intent 
of Act 312, which he said was 
established to prevent police and 
firemen from strikes that would 


jeopardize public safety. 

Douglas pointed out that, although 
the fire fighters filed for arbitration, 
they did not pursue the usual 
procedure toward selection of an 
arbitration panel to decide a wage 
dispute. 

“The obvious truth,” Douglas 
said, “is that they are using theact 
as a tactic to preserve a situation 
that they knew was meant to be 
abolished. They knew when county 
budget deliberations began last year 
that a fire fighting unit at the 
hospital would not continue. 

“They also knew that the hospital 
administration was engaged in 
discussion with Westland, and that 
the city is prepared to assume its 
statutory responsibility for any fires 
on the hospital grounds.” 

The hospital is located within city 
limits of Westland which also 
maintains a firehouse no more than 
a half mile from the hospital, ac- 
cording to County Board Chairman 
Richard E. Manning. 

Manning said the proposed job 
eliminations are not a threat to 
health and safety of patients, buthat 
maintenance of an “in-house fire 
department” is a factor in the cost of 
daily room rates. 


“Attempts to dispose of this unit 
simply reflect a decision of the 
Borad of Commissionrs and the 
hospital cost-containment com- 
mittee to bring costs in line with 
similar operations elsewhere,” 
Manning emphasized. “The cost 
containment program is trying 
desperately to reduce or do away 
with every operation that impacts 
directly on the cost of patient care. 

“In our attempts to achieve a 
balanced budget, we’ve just had to 
take a necessary step. Our hospital 
fire unit was established long before 
Westland was incorporated, perhaps 
more than 25 years ago, when 
firemen on the premises were ab- 
solutely necessary and also gave 
protection to surrounding com- 
munities.” 

“The hospital is probably the only 
hospital in the entire state equipped 
with a complete standing fire unit on 
its own grounds. It is a luxury we 
can no longer afford,” Manning 
added. 

Even without the fire fighters, 
Manning stressed, the hospital will 
continue fire prevention training 
and other safety programs for 
patient security and is mak9ng 
“every effort” to provide jobs for 
the firemen in other departments. 



VA center 
goes direct 


It is estimated that in 
the United States alone, 
some 8 to 12 million 
people have ex- 
perimented with drugs 
at least once.

(2) If the person is 


unconscious, keep him 
under constant watch, 
observe pulse and 
respiration carefully. 
Maintain an airway. 

(3) If breathing stops, 
give artificial 
respiration. 

(4) Maintain him in a 
quiet, non-threatening 
place if person is hyper- 
active. Remain patient, 
sympathetic, and 
restrain him only if 
necessary to keep him 
from injuring himself. 

(5) If a person shows 

signs of being out of 

contact with reality 
(hearing voices, seeing 
images, etc. ) try talking 
quietly to relieve the 
aprehension and 
anxiety. 

(6) Check for physical 
injuries.

H.F. Campbell survives Depression, war 



After 50 years 


Fred J. Brune (left) and H. Fred Campbell discuss the 
executive proclamation, issued by Michigan Gov.

Campbell Co. Campbell, currently the firm’s chairman of 
the board, founded the company in 1929 as a local house 
and building moving concern. It has evolved into one of 


the nation’s leading one-stop design and build firms. 
Brune joined the firm in 1932 when his own company — 
William Brune and Son Building Moving Engineers — 
merged with the growing Campbell organization. He 
currently is vice-president of H.F. Campbell. 


Chicago was still getting over the 
horrors of the St. Valentine's Day 
Massacre; Washington was 
preparing for the inauguration of 
Herbert Hoover; and New r York's 
great stock market crash was still 
several months away. 

In Detroit, a young, 22-year old 
man, vitalized with a dream and 
capitalized with $1,100 in cash, 
decided that this was an opportune 
moment to launch his own business, 
and the H. F. Campbell Company 
was bom. 

Prohibition gangsterism has long 
since subsided and eight American 
presidents have come and gone in 
the interim, but the H F. Campbell 
Company still is doing business in 
Detroit. And H. Fred Campbell still 
is directing the efforts of that 
organization just as he has since its 
founding 50 years ago in February 
1929. 

The company has come a long way 
from that bleak February a half 
century ago when Fred Campbell 
first rented space in the A1 Temes 
Coal and Lumber Yard at Michigan 
and Military, but the exuberance 
and vitality of its founder has not 
waned a bit during the intervening 
years. 

The H. F. Campbell Company, the 
oldest of five firms that comprise 
the Campbell Group, has progressed 
from a building moving concern that 
originally employed three people 
and kept it s production records 
neatly written on a rolled-down 
windowshade into an international 
design and build firm that uses the 
latest computer technology to keep 
track of its construction projects for 
the giants of American industry. 

Fred Campbell, a longtime 
Belleville resident, initially thought 
that he might become a lawyer, but 
a student survey in the mid-20s 
convinced him that too many of his 


classmates also were intent on this 
same goal Seeking a less crowded 
career field, Campbell enrolled in 
the University of Michigan School of 
Architecture, hoping to capitalize on 
the masonry, carpentry and design 
experience he had gained during 
summer employment with local 
contractors 

A semester later, illness forced 
him to withdraw- from school and he 
entered into the construction 
business with his uncle. His ability to 
learn the trade from experience held 


him in good stead as he gained the 
acumen that would be needed a 
short time later when he was to 
launch his ow n business venture 
Campbell noted that his op- 
portunities in the family-run 
business were being constrained, so 
he decided to forge off on his ow n He 
sold out his share of the business 
and with this SLIOOcapitalization he 
opened his own firm in February 
1929 It appears that he learned his 
business lessons well because he

Summer therapy aids 
handicapped children 


An intensive therapy program to enable speech 
and language handicapped children continue the 
progress they make during the school year will be 
offered this summer by the Oakwood Hospital 
Speech Pathology Department. 

“They need a bridge,’* said Karen Smillie, 
director of Oakwood’s department. “They need a 
consistent, uninterrupted approach to help them 
maintain or achieve goals established during the 
school year.” 

The summer classes, restricted to 48 students 
ranging from preschool to the sixth grade, will run 
for eight weeks June 25 through August 17. 

Three One-hour group sessions w'ill be conducted 
in the mornings daily. Depending upon a child's 
type and severity of speech or language handicap, 
students will meet either three times a week on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays or twice a 
week on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

The tuition fee for the three-times-a-week 
sessions is $114, and for the twice-a-week classes. 
$76. 

Application for the program consists primarily of 
a referral from the child’s school speech therapist, 
providing a detailed assessment of the child’s 
handicap. Deadline for applications is May 31. 

Each group w r i 1 1 have tw r o to four children, ac- 
cording to Christine Sowinski, the summer program 
coordinator. A certified master’s degree level 
speech pathologist, assisted by two graduate level 
interns, will conduct each class

Articulation is the most common kind of speech 
disorder, according to Mrs. Sowinski. The child has 
difficulty w'ith the way sounds are formed and 
strung together. Some of the characteristics include 
substituting one sound for another (wabbit instead 
of rabbit), omitting a sound (han for hand), and 
distorting a sound (shlip for sip), 

A common language problem, Mrs. Sowinski 
said, is the child’s inability to understand or express 
meaningful grammatical structures. Some children 
may ‘ babble’’, she said, making unintelligible 
speechlike sounds. 

Others have speech sounds that resemble a 
telegram. “They take shortcuts,” said Mrs. 
Sowinski. ‘“Eat time now?’ is their version of ’Is it 
time to eat now?’ They forget the little words.”

A Harvard Medical School 
physician says prayer and 
relaxation can lower blood pressure, 
relieve anxiety and produce othei 
healing effects. 

He does not refer to this therapy 
technique as hypnosis. But 
relaxation and hypnosis are closely 
related, says The Rev. Donald 
Vittner. a counselor at the Parma 
Medical Center in Parma, Ohio, who 
uses hypnosis with many of his 
clients. 

Vittner, a fundamentalist 
Christian who combines modern 
psychological counseling techniques 


with Bible-based pastoral coun- 
seling, disagrees with many of his 
evangelical colleagues who feel 
hypnosis is a “tool of Satan” or a 
form of "mind control.” In the 
following interview (part one of 
which appears today), Vittner 
defends his belief in hypnosis as 
“one of the good things God has 
given us for our use.” 

Q: Isn't it true that hypnosis is a 
throwback to pre-scientific times 
when we didn't have the medical 
knowledge we have today? 

A: Actually, interest in hypnosis 
has ebbed and flowed through the 
centuries. Before the advent of 


anesthesiology in the 19th century, 
hypnotism was used with good 
results in both major and minor 
surgery. 

Then, when anesthetics came 
along, hypnosis went into one of its 
“ebb” phases. Now it is ex- 
periencing a resurgence 
Q: Still you have to agree that, 
with a lot of people in this scientific 
age hypnosis lacks “respectability." 

A: This, I think, is largely the 
result of popular misconceptions 
which we have picked up from 
viewing “stage hypnosis,”” which is 
a prostitution of hypnosis for en- 
tertainment purposes 
Through the use of a few simple 
gimmicks, the skilled stage hyp- 


notist can find a few gullible, 
exhibitionistic persons in the 
audience who will exaggerate his 
suggestions and help him to en- 
tertain the spectators. 


Q: What about those v\ho lump 
hypnosis with mind control, 
astrology, the ouija board and 
demonism? 

A: At one time I too believed in all 
the distortions and misperceptions 
about hypnosis. Then, several years 
ago, I began studying books written 
by both medical and non-medical 
authorities on hypnosis The scales 
of evengelical prejudice and 


superstition fell from my eyes. 


Q: You speak of hypnosis as a 
heightened state of suggestibility. 
Doesn't this mean it is a form of 
thought control? 

A: No My contention is that 
hypnosis, meditation and relaxation 
are synonymous. Relaxation cannot 
make one do something he does not 
want to

Both also testified against a 
provision in the legislation that 
would make it easier for consumers 
to notify a financial institution in the 
event an EFT card was lost or 
stolen. 

“Except in those states which 
have strong EFT laws, such as 
Wisconsin,” explained Annunzio, 
“consumers will not be adequately 
protected until May 10. 1980, or until 
Congress passes legislation moving 
up that date. Until that time they are 
strapping themselves in a financial 
electric chair, if they use electronic 
banking servies. 

“Except for a few states, con- 
sumers are not being adequately 
protected in electronic banking 
situations. If consumers want to use 
these services, they will be doing it 
on their own and they will have no 
one to help them out, if they have a 
problem. 

“The situation right now is a 
gigantic game of Russian Roulette. 
Consumers can use the card over 
and over again without any 
problems, but when that problem 
crops up it will be too late to get 
help.” 

“If Congress is successful in 
moving up the date of the consumer 
protections then it will mark an all 
clear signal for consumers,” he 
added. “Until that time, or until May 


10, 1980, the best advice I can give 
consumers is to cut their EFT cards 
up into small pieces and to notify the 
financial institution of the action. 
This will save consumers some 
possible grave financial difficulties 
in the future such as trying to 
resolve an error in their account, or 
to obtain a receipt for an electronic 
deposit ” 

Annunzio was particularly 
distressed at the Federal Reserve’s 
position, especially since the 
Federal Reserve Board earlier had 
issued a regulation that would have 
increased consumer s liability for a 


lost or stolen credit card 1,000 
percent The board ruled that 
notification of a lost or stolen card 
would not be complete until it was 
received by the financial institution 
This was in direct conflict with the 
EFT Act, which Annunzio authored 
and which stated that the notice 
would be complete when the con- 
sumer mailed a letter to the 
financial institution 
“Over the years I have gradually 
seen the Federal Reserve Board 
adopt more of an anti-consumer 
attitude. Now it is the most anti- 
consumer organization in America

the U S. Chamber of Commerce and

— Annuities can create guaranteed retirement 
benefits which cannot be outlived. 

—There are a wide variety of payout options at 
retirement. 

— Upon death, the full current value of the policy 
may be paid directly to the beneficiary, avoiding 
the costs and delays of probate. 

Many people who have received life insurance 
proceeds, insurance settlements or other large 
sums of money find that annuities give them years 
of guaranteed protection at set dollar amounts no 
matter how long they live.

Stoned drivers 


The perils of the drunken driver are well known to law- 
enforcement officials and the public alike. A massive public- 
education drive has alerted people to the risks they incur when 
they drive under the influence of alcohol, and many states have 
inexpensive and legal roadside tests for establishing alcoholic 
intoxication. Drunk drivers frequently find their driving 
privileges revoked. 

Yet comparable legal provisions to protect the public from 
drivers stoned on marijuana are in most states not in place — 
there are no cheap roadside tests to determine drug intoxication, 

and most pot smokers perceive their use of the drug as 
“relaxing/' never dangerous. 

They are wrong. “Persuasive evidence is mounting that such 
drivers (high on marijuana) often have a distorted sense of space 
and time, altered peripheral and central vision, and impaired 
manipulative and coordination skills." 

There is consistent research findings that indicate marijuana 
smokers are over-represented in fatal highway accidents. In 
several studies — in Boston, Albuquerque, Baltimore and 
Oklahoma City — about 16 percent of drivers involved in ac- 
cidents had been smoking marijuana prior to the event. 

The first large-scale study linking marijuana to traffic arrests 
was completed by California’s Department of Justice last year 
and revealed that of 1792 arrested drivers 16 percent had a suf- 
ficiently high level of THC, the chief mind-altering ingredient of 
marijuana, to constitute marijuana intoxication. 

Incredibly, in one study, 25 percent of the pot smokers believed 
pot actually improved their coordination, while an equal number 
believed it has no effect on their driving. 

An effective roadside test for marijuana intoxication is being 
prepared, but it is probably three or four years away from being 
ready. 

In the meantime, there is action that can be taken to protect 
others from the menace of the pot-head driver. State legislatures 
should immediately pass laws imposing a high fine and-or other 
stiff penalty for possession of marijuana in a vehicle — including 
taxis, buses, trucks, trains and planes. Only Alaska and Min- 
nesota have enacted such legislation, and most states are lax in 
enforcing marijuana-possession laws. 

Secondly, the public must learn how dangerous driving “high" 
is. Perhaps it’s time for a massive educational program spon- 
sored by insurance companies, foundations, private groups and 
high-school and private-driving instructors. 

We can only hope that growing awareness of the problem will 
prevent a national disaster.

Bills to affect drivers

The House has taken action to give local 
governments expanded powers to set their own 
speed limits within school zones. 

The same bill, which has been sent to the 
Senate, would lower the statewide maximum 
speed in school zones before, during and after 
school hours from the present 25 to 20 miles an 
hour. 

While the statewide speed limit for school 
zones is currently 25 miles an hour, local 
governments can set their own speed limits, if 
they so desire. 

However, neither the state speed limit or local 
limits apply to state trunkline highways that 
pass through school zones. 

Rather, when school zones are located on state 
trunkline ( major) highways, speed limits are set 
by a board composed of representatives of the 
State Police and local police, the school district, 
the county road commission and-or the State 
Department of Transportation. 

There have been complaints that these boards 
are not always responsive to local needs and 
that, as a result, some school children walk to 
and from school under unsafe conditions. 

There have been cases of local residents and 
local governments futilely asking state 
authorities to reduce speed limits on major 
highways that run through school zones. 
However, if a state analysis of traffic on a 
trunkline highway does not scientifically 
establish the usefulness of a reduction in speed, 
then state engineers will not recommend it, 
regardless of how urgently local residents plead 
their case. 

It can be argued that when local people fear for 
the safety of their children, they should not be 
denied the limited reassurance of lower speed 
limits by experts who base their opinions purely 
on technical information. 

The bill would apply the state maximum and 
local speed limits to the trunkline highways. 


Editor's Log 


Most of Michigan’s neighboring states authorize 
a lower school zone speed limit than our 25 miles 
an hour. In those states where the school zone 
limit is 15 to 20 miles an hour, police report that 
actual speeds, while they may not be held at the 
legal limit, are substantially reduced. Generally 
they are 10 to 15 miles over the posted limit. 

There is no reason to believe that the same is 
not true in Michigan, which is a strong argument 
for lowering our school zone limits to 20 miles an 
hour. It may be that the average motorist may 
not travel at that speed, but he is likely to travel 
at a slower rate of speed than he would under a 
25-mile-an-hour speed limit. 

The bill was one of several traffic-related 
measures approved by the House. 

One of them was a resolution adopted by the 
Legislature, asking Congress to adjust the 
federal 55-mile-an-hour speed limit to fit the 
metric system 

Under this proposal, the speed limit would be 
switched to 100 kilometers (61 miles an hour) on 
interstate highways and 80 kilometers (49 miles 
an hour) on other roads. 

The 55-mile-an-hour speed limit was passed by 
Congress in 1974 as an energy conservation 
measure. The Michigan Legislature complied 
with the federal requirements in 1975. Since the 
lower speed limit went into effect, it is 
estimated that Michigan has saved 51 million 
gallons of gasoline annually 

Congress in 1975 passed legislation which set a 
national goal of conversion to the metric system. 
The resolution adopted by the Legislature would 
be in line with that goal. It is estimated by the 
Michigan Energy Administration that the 
change to 100 and 80 kilometers would result in 
still more overall fuel conservation in the state 
and nation. 

Another resolution adopted by the House and 
sent to the Senate urges the federal government 
not to carry out a proposed plan to restrict or 


prohibit Sunday gasoline sales, pointing out that 
it would be highly damaging to Michigan’s 
economy. 

The proposal is seen as one way to conserve 
motor fuel 

It would, however, be very harmful to 
Michigan’s important tourist industry. 

Travel and tourism generate more tax revenue 
in Michigan than in all but four other states in the 
nation. The state’s second largest industry, 
tourism is a major producer of jobs and state and 
local tax revenues It has a powerful impact on 
the Michigan economy 

Restrictions on Sunday sale of gasoline would 
have a damaging effect on the estimated 35,500 
Michigan establishments directly connected 
with travel and tourism. 

The resolution notes that drastic reductions in 
Sunday travel in Michigan would have far less 
benefit in terms of fuel conservation than 
restrictions imposed during a normal business 
day, and that limited travel for recreational 
pruposes would produce little* or no en- 
couragement for the public to develop a positive 
attitude toward such desired alternative to 
private auto travel as car pools and mass 
transit. 

There has been House approval for a bill 
which w'ould require that local government 
uniform traffic code provisions on drunk driving 
while impaired be identical to the same 
provisions in the Michigan Vehicle Code 

A companion bill also approved by the House 
would eliminate the requirement that the clerk 
of a municipality which has a uniform traffic 
code make copies of it available for free 
distribution to the public. Instead, the bill would 
require only that a copy of the code be available 
for public inspection This would reduce an 
expense for local governments. 

Both bills are under Senate consideration. 


A stranger makes The News

He says his name is Giles . Bill Giles and only 
a few months ago he was a stranger in town. 

I would like to comment on that stranger and 
what he has accomplished in this tow r n in only a 
few brief months. 

Giles is the editor of The Detroit News. 

From the beginning, when Giles introduced 
himself to us on the editorial page last summer, 
until today, I remain impressed with the guy w ho 
isn’t afraid to try something new 

Resisting, I’m sure, the ’who cares syndrome,’ 
Giles followed up on his introduction with a well 
done weekly biography of the people who make 
the important and, not so important, decisions at 
Detroit’s largest evening paper By doing so he 
has brought life to the pages of his paper In 
place of a sterile by-line, we now read people not 
just names 

A tough act to follow! 

Not for Giles apparently. 

Shortly after, he radically changed the paper’s 
type styles, revamped the editorial pages and for 
a brief period had both large and small papers 
wondering if he had spent too much time in the 
sun 

Well, as the rest of us are beginning to suspect, 
maybe we have not been in the sun long enough. 

Shortly on the heels of radical make-up 


changes, Giles made a decision which I’m sure, 
many felt was going too far, even for the editor of 
the News. He would write a column. 

For those unfamilar with the hazards of 
writing a column, suffice it to say, many tried 
and many are still trying. And for a man with as 
many daily responsibilities as Giles, the spector 
of producing a quality column on a regular basis 
bordered on the impossible. 

For a very select few, producing a column 
creates only a mild interruption in a day of 
worthwhile activity, but for most of the rest of 
us, it is a course fraught with peril. 

Since each column represents, at least 
theoretically, the very best effort we are able to 
muster, failure is equivalent to a roar of laughter 
while we stand naked in front of the world. 

But while Giles may have disrobed, there is no 
laughter. 

And it is his column that has prompted this 
effort. 

While his columns have pretty much covered 
the available turf, for those of us in the weekly 
newspaper business, his piece on nasty letters 
from nasty attorneys, will remain a classic. 

Not that we all haven’t received our share 
(some of us receive more than our share) but 
because Giles chose to let the world see one of the 


favorite methods arrogant big shooters’ may 
employ to try to intimate the new's media. 

Perhaps, readers of that piece by Giles, will 
gain just a little better insight into some of the 
inherent risks associated with a profession which 
deals with reporting on local events Often, 
events some would prefer not having reported. 

And it is Giles’ knack of providing that inside 
yiew of this business which has so quickly 
separated him from the rest. 

Over a picture, which his friends claim is an 
advertisement for under arm deorderant, his 
column has brought one more dimension to this 
business he represents so well.

recalls that he made more than 
$20,000 that first year, and the 
country was now in the grips of the 
Great Depression 

The company received its initial 
start by setting Detroit back The 
city had just embarked on a major 
street-widening program and many 
of the buildings along Livemois. 
Woodward and Gratiot avenues had 
to be moved back on their lots to 
accommodate the enlargement of 
these major traffic arteries. 

Fred Campbell recalls these early 
days when the company had as 
many as 30 jobs in progress at a 
time on these three streets, con- 
structing new foundations, raising 
the buildings of their existing 
footings, moving them to their new 
sites and then installing- the elec- 
trical and plumbing services before 
moving on to another project. 

As the depression deepened, funds 
became more difficult to obtain and 
the company often was being paid in 
script instead of cash. This led 
Campbell into an active bartering 
arrangement as he traded script for 


lumber, concrete block and other 
building supplies to keep con- 
struction projects supplied and his 
workmen employed and busy 

American oil companies were 
expanding at this time trying to 
keep pace with the expanding 
automobile population Since these 
firm s had the financial reserves to 
pay cash for their projects, they 
were lucrative clients. The H.F 
Campbell Company began to build 
gasoline stations throughout the 
area to improve the cash flow for the 
fledgling firm. 

Competition for these commercial 
building contracts in the early 1930s 
was so severe that cost estimation 
became a real art. 

As Campbell recounts: “You had 
to estimate a job so close that 
unused materils after you were 
finished with a project could be 
carted off in a single wheelbarrow A 
$10 difference in your bid could 
determine if you were awarded the 
contract for construction or not .’’ 

Campbell learned to estimate 
well, and his superior production 
record insured a steady stream of 
assignments that allowed the 


Ford's proposal 
seeks to solve 

energy problems 


New legislation has been in- 
troduced by Michigan Congressman 
William D. Ford (D-15th District) in 
an effort to resolve the nation’s 
continuing energy problems. 

Congressman Ford is co- 
sponsoring a bill to mandate the 
Department of Energy to act as the 
sole purchasing agent for all 
petroleum and petroleum products 
imported into the United States. 

The legislation is entitled The Oil 
Import Purchasing Authority Act of 
1979. 

“We have been accepting higher 
and higher oil prices set by the 
petroleum producing nations and the 
international oil companies,’* 
Congressman Ford said, “it is time 
we start to fight back.** 

Legislation giving the President 
authority to draft such an oil-import 


plan was approved by Congress four 
years ago, but was left to the 
President’s discretion. The new 
legislation would make the plan 
mandatory. 

“Our intention is to bring ctm- 
peition into the oil import business. 
By seeking competitive bids from 
oil-selling nations, we may be able to 
drive a wedge into the OPEC cartel, 
and bring about lower petroleum 
prices,’* Congressman Ford said. 

Under the proposed plan, the 
Energy Department would seek 
sealed bids from any oil-producing 
nation seeking access to the U.S. 
market. 

“It is basic American free en- 
terprise in action,” Congressman 
Ford said,** encouraging market- 
place competition to bring about 
lower prices.”

company to expand and grow even 
at the lowest points of the Great 
Depression 

Realizing that just being good 
wasn’t enough, Campbell continued 
to look for better ways of improving 
his techniques and bettering his 
building materials to enhance his 
competitive position. During this 
period. Campbell developed and 
patented his first proprietary item 
— a two-inch brick veneer which 
reduced costs and sped construction 
over the standard building methods 
of the period. 

This invention was the beginning 
of a heavy research effort which 
eventually would be spun off into the 
Campbell Research Company, a 
wholly-owned subsidiary which 
developed many new materials and 
techniques for the construction 
trade 

It also was during the depression 
that Campbell realized that his 
production would cease if his 
customers could not obtain 
favorable financing for new con- 
struction and renovations.

"Sabotage" is a powerful word that conjures images of agents 
placing dynamite and bombs at strategic military installations, 
bridges, railroads and the Hazel Park Raceway. 

Hazel Park Raceway? 

That’s right - someone or a few somebodies Friday night or early 
Saturday morning cut the wire to the tote board thereby making 
that all-important statistical life-line lifeless for last Saturday’s big 
betting day. 

On that day Hazel Park officials said they would be handing out 
$2 win tickets on Spectacular Bid for the 105th running of the 
Kentucky Derby. The tickets, a P.R. promotion, would go to the 
first 3,000 paid patrons. 

Of course, because of the sabotage there wasn’t any racing or 
betting at Hazel Park on Saturday. That means someone got stuck 
( and how I wish 1 could have been* that someone) with 3,000 ducats. 

The Hazel Park track officials explained that they had sent a 
courier to purchase the tickets on Friday - the day before the 
Derby - so that they could be handed out on Saturday.

Spectacular Bid breezed to an easy victory and paid his sup- 
porters $3.20 on the win-side, which means the Hazel Park track 
officials now have tickets that are worth $9,600. Take-away the 
initial investment to buy the 3,000 tickets ($6,000), the track made a 
hefty $3,600. 

Not bad for a day’s rest, huh. 

Wish I could find someone to sabotage me like that. 

Area high school track & field coaches also confirmed last week 
that the Western Wayne Relays will officially be renamed 
posthumously to honor Harry Hidenfelter, a man who devoted his 
life to high school athletics. 

"We will rename the relays the Hidenfelter Memorial In- 
vitational to honor Hidenfelter, a person who we all respected,” 
announced Don Domke, athletic director at Westland John Glenn.

Stress lawn mower safety

On the occasion of their recent 50th wedding anniversary, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charlie Caincross of 36 Carmel, Belleville, were feted at a surprise 
dinner party at the Karas House in Westland.

The beginning of another lawn- 
mowing season means that lots of 
parents are going to be teaching 
their youngsters how to handle 
power lawn mowers. Nancy Butler, 
Washtenaw County Horticultural 
Assistant/ suggests that parents 
begin by setting a good example of 
proper safety practices. 

‘‘Start the season by rereading 
your owner's manual,” advises 
Butler. “Check your equipment to 
make sure all safety shields are in 
place and everything is operating 
OK.” 

The next step is proper fueling 
Store fuel in a 26 gauge, red and 
labeled gasoline can — not in glass 
or plastic containers or cheap metal 
cans that can be easily punctured 
Always fill the mower with gas 
before mowing, while the engine is 
cool. Fuel away from any source of 
spark or flame. If refueling is 
necessary, take a break and allow 
the engine to cool off first. Always 
fuel and start small engines out- 
doors, rather than in a garage or 
basement where gas fumes and 
carbon monoxide would build up. 

“Most lawn mower injuries occur 
when a hand or foot comes in contact 
with the rotating blades or a person 
is struck by an object thrown by the 
blades,” Butler says. 

To avoid injuries by thrown ob- 
jects, remove wires, twigs, rocks 
and other debris before vou begin to 
mow. Protect your feet with heavy 
shoes — mowing with bare feet or 
sandals or tennis shoes is asking for 
trouble. Wearing safety glasses to 
protect your eyes is also a good idea. 

Keep your feet under you instead 
of under the mower by mowing only 
when the grass is dry. Wet grass is 
slippery, Butler points out, es- 
pecially on hills. With a walking 
mower, mow across a slope rather 
than up and down, so that you don’t 
slip into the mower. And push, never 
pull, the mower. If you slip and fall 
as you’re pulling a mower toward 
you, you’re likely to pull it over your 
feet. 

When a mower becomes clogged, 
turn off the machine and disconnect 


the spark plug wire or unplug an 
electric mower before you try to 
unclog it, Butler cautions. 

Most accidents involving rotary 
mowers involve people getting their 
hands injured when trying to unclog 
the grass discharge opening 

“Turning the machine off is not 
enough.” she says ' Moving the 
blades by hand could start the 
engine up again and set the blades 
twirling while your hands are still in 
there.’’ 

If you use a riding mower or lawn 
and garden tractor, the greatest 
danger of injury occurs when you’re 
getting on and off. It’s easy for your 
foot to slide under the mowing deck 
and come in contact with the 
rotating blades. Unless you machine 
has a weight detection switch in the 
seat that disengages power to the 
blades, you must remember to cut 
power to the blades and turn off the 
engine before getting off. 

When mowing a hillside with a 
riding mower, ride up and down the 
slope to avoid the possibility of 
tipping over sideways. 

To prevent injury to bystanders 
while you’re mowing, make sure 
there aren’t any, Butler advises. 
Clear children and pets out of the 
mowing area so they won’t be hit by 
hurled objects. When you’re 
operating a riding mower, look 
behind you every time before you 
back up to make sure there’s no one 
there. 

“No riders’ is an excellent rule for 
riding lawn mowers and garden 
tractors,” Butler notes “The 
chance that a child might fall under 
the machine is a totally unnecessary 
risk.” 

It goes without saying, she con- 
cludes, that you should never leave a 
mower of any type running unat- 
tended. When you turn the machine 
off and leave it, remove the ignition 
key, disconnect the spark plug wire, 
carry the electric cord away with 


you or otherwise make the machine 
inoperable Remember that children 


are curious and like to imitate what 
they see grown-ups doing

Microwave 
oven tips 


Here are a few tips for 
new owners of 
microwave ovens. 

1 . Use only a pproved 
microwave cookware 
which is usually heat- 
resistant glass, ceramic 
(or combinations 
thereof), only certain 
plastics (which 
withstand high tem- 
perature) and paper 
(plates, waxed paper or 
paper toweling.) Metal 
is a no-no because it 
reflects microwaves 
rather than allowing 
food to absorb them. 

2. Quick cooking (as 
in microwave) does not 
brown food unless you 


use a special browning 
unit. 

3. Microwaves lose 
power as they penetrate 
food. Thus, stirring is 
required during the 
cooking process in 
certain recipes. 

4. Frozen, card- 
board-carton vegetables 
can cook in the carton, 
provided you slash it in 
a couple of places. Add 
butter and seasoning to 
the vegetable after 
placing in serving dish. 

5. Learn to use the 
microwave oven for 
more than reheating.

Fair of Yesteryear 




>. ; - Greenfield Village’s 
> Country Fair of 
Yesteryear May 17-20 
may come as a surprise 
to space-age youngsters 
who are accustomed to 
seeing honey in jare, 
butter in the dairy case 
and wool in their heavy 
winter pajamas. 

Children here can 
vv glimpse bee-keeping, 
butter-churning, wool- 
shearing and assorted 
other old-fashioned 
skills and crafts — all 
demos tra ted and ex- 
plained so that they are 
easily understood from 
start to finish. Here, as 
in the rural fairs of 19th 
century America, there 
is no doubt about where 
everyday goods come 
from. 

Country Fair of 
Yesteryear recalls the 
times when rural folk 
raised their own 
livestock and produced 
the necessities of life by 
hand or with the help of 
relatively simple 
machines. 

v ; Youngsters see the 
~ transformation of beef 

■ r. i .Jii 
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fat and lye into soao, tin 
Into household utensils 
and clay into pottery. 
Wodl is carded, spun 
into thread, and then 
woven into textiles on a 
lodm. 

Or they can see each 


step of the butter- 
making process: the 
initial churning of the 
cream, separation of the 
butter from the but- 
termilk, and then the 
“washing” of the butter 
in cold water. 
Youngsters can even 
sample the product on a 
square of homemade 
bread. 

Scores of farm 
animals, bred and 
raised by members of 
local 4-H clubs, are 
another kind of 
agricultural product at 
Country Fair of 
Yesteryear. Horses, 
rabbits and goats 
nurture and care for 
their young. Quail eggs 
hatch before the eyes of 
visitors. 

Veteran 4-H-ers ex- 
plain the purposes of 
raising animals — 
horses for riding and 
show, steers for their 
beef and poultry for 
their eggs and flesh.

The Henry Ford Museum Antiques 
Lecture Series offering tomorrow 
will feature Dr. Donald A. Shelley, 
president emeritus of Greenfield 
Village and Henry Ford Museum, 
who will discuss the formation of the 
Henry Ford Museum furniture 
collection over the years. 

In “The Henry Ford Museum 
Furniture Treasury,” Dr. Shelley 
will begin with the early acquisitions 
of Henry Ford himself and will 
illustrate, with diagrams and slides 
of treasured pieces, the evolution of 
the present exhibits during the past 
25 years. Dr. Shelley takes his title 
from the furniture collector’s 
“bible,” Furniture Treasury, 
published by Wallace Nutting in 
1928. 

Ford was one of the first to collect 
New England Pilgrim, Philadelphia, 
Queen Anne and Chippendale fur- 
niture, and especially New York 
Duncan Phyfe pieces. Of the latter, 
he acquired more than 200 pieces, 
many of outstanding quality in 
today’s terms. 

The museum’s furniture collection 
differs from that of some other 


museums in that it cuts across 
regions, styles and periods to cap- 
sulize in 15 room interiors and 
alcove vignettes, the best products 
of American cabinet-making from 
the Pilgrim period down to the 1876 
Centennial celebration. In addition, 
it is highlighted with “association 
pieces” once belonging to famous 
Americans: Ford fortunately had a 
personal interest in collecting these 
treasures while they still were 
available. 

The evolution of the exhibits was 
aimed at explaining the progressive 
style changes in American furniture 
that took place in key cabinet- 
making areas along the Eastern 
Seaboard. Each area, # Dr. Shelley 
points out, “speaks of its own 
vocabulary of regional charac- 
teristics,” and because several of 
these areas have been identified 
since Mr. Ford's day, “we tried to 
keep our display up to date with 
current research and by re- 


organizing our exhibits every five or 
six years.” 

Dr. Shelley served as executive 
director and president of the village 


and museum from November 1954, 
until his retirement in August 1976 A 
graduate of Pennsylvania State 
University, he received his master 


of arts in art history from Harvard 
University and his doctorate in 
American art from New York 
University.

Mon's greatest invention 

The story of the wheel traces the history of civilization 


Whelher he is aware of it or not, man is 
deeply indebted to the wheel and its many 
adaptations for the superior position which 
he occupies on earth today. 

The story of the development of the wheel 
is almost a history of civilization. None of 
man's mechanical inventions has changed 
and improved his way of life as dramati- 
cally as has the wheel. The technological, 
economic and social progress of his civili- 
zations across the face of the earth can be 
measured in terms of his uses of the wheel 
in almost unlimited applications. 

THE ACTUAL ORIGIN of the wheel is 
lost in the mists of antiquity. Before there 
w'ere wheels, men moved heavy loads by 
dragging them. 

Perhaps man discovered the principle of 
wheeled locomotion by losing his footing 
and sliding downhill on round stones, or 
through his discovery that he could move 
heavy objects from place to place by rolling 
them on logs. 

Certainly there was nothing in nature re- 
sembling the wheel for man to copy or 
adapt. It had to be created whole, in a giant 
leap of the human imagination. 

ARCHAEOLOGICAL researches have 
yielded no evidence as to the inventor of the 
wheel. Ancient Egypt had neither the horse 
nor the w T agon until they w r ere introduced by 
invaders from the east about 3500 B.C. 
Europe knew' nothing of the wheel, the plow- 
or domesticated animals until well into the 
Bronze Age, about 1500 B.C., and it w r as 
about this same time that China first heard 
of them. 

It is quite reasonable to assume, there- 
fore. that the wheel and cart w r ere devised 


in Asia, around 8000 B.C. to 0000 B.C.. when 
man first utilized the horse to drag his plow. 

There are tw r o schools of thought regard- 
ing man’s discovery of the wheel. Both are 
agreed that man first devised the sled to 
transport objects and food too heavy for 
him to carry on his back. 

BOTH SCHOOLS assume that man knew 
very early how to convert sliding friction 
into rolling friction by placing round logs 
under his sled to facilitate its movement, 
and that this suggested the wheel. 

An unknown inventor may have adapted 
this rolling log idea some 5,000 years ago to 
make crude wheels from cross-sections of 
logs attached to the ends of a pole. Then 
followed the discovery that w hen a hole was 
made through the center of the rolling disc, 
it could revolve freely on the axle, instead 
of the axle turning with the wheel. Thus the 
rudimentary form of today’s wheel was 
evolved. 

The oldest wooden w heel ever found, that 
of an Egyptian chariot. w r as composed of a 
hub. spokes and a rim, just as in the modern 
wheel Regardless of the origin of the 
wheel, whether a section of log wood or a 
circular disc, the first wheels produced 
were used to complete man's first vehicle, 
for he had no other use or need of wheels. 

WHEELS WERE used on chariots for 
war and hunting. Those chariots were so 
light in weight that one man could lift them, 
with wheels about two feet in diameter, and 
were drawn by two horses. The Egyptians 
had solid-wheel cars drawn by oxen for ag- 
ricultural purposes and massive four- 
wheel trucks for funeral and religious pur- 
poses.

A Report From Senate Majority Leader William Faust 


Dear Friend . 

One of the most important tasks facing the Legislature each year is the adoption of the state budget Hou do 
we pay for a seemingly unlimited number of needs and programs with a limited amount of dollars ? 

That problem is one that must be resolved annually by the Legislature and the process involved in reaching 
agreement on a final budget is time-consuming and complex. As complicated as the budget process tends to be. 
this newsletter is intended to give you a good understanding of the newly proposed 1979-80 state budget on 
which the Legislature has begun working . 

The adoption of the state budget begins with the introduction of a proposed budget by the Governor and is 
follow ed by months of meetings , public hearings , study , and debate by both the House and Senate before the 
final budget figures are agreed upon and then signed into law by the Governor. 

The effects of the budget decisions that are made in Ixinsing are felt l)y all Michigan residents even though the 
million - and billion- dollar figures may seem too large and impersonal to relate to on an individual basis. 

Nevertheless . the tax dollars paid by Michigan residents account for a substantial portion of budget revenues. 
Individuals and the communities they live in are the beneficiaries of the various programs that state budget 
dollars pay for . either in whole or in part. 

This year the adoption of the state budget will be an even more complex process because of the effects of the 
tax limitation amendment on state spending. 

This newsletter will show you where the money for the budget comes from and where it goes To assist in my 
presentation . graphic illustrations have been used . 

In focusing on next year's proposed budget . figures from the current budget (the 1978-79 fiscal year) u ill be 
used to compare with figures from the proposed budget. The state begins its fiscal year on October I and it ends 
on September 30. thus the present 1978-79 budget will terminate on September 30 of this year. 

This newsletter also contains an explanation of the budgetary process itself and u hat steps are taken by the 
Legislature before final adoption is reached. 

Also , because state and local government w ill be dealing with the budgetary ramifications of the tax limitation 
amendment, this letter takes into consideration what those are likely to be. 

I hope the information presented here will be helpful to you in understanding the fiscal facts the Legislature 
must consider when it undertakes the adoption of the annual state budget. If there is any additional information 
you are interested in. or a question you would like answered. I will be happy to help. 



THE NEW BUDGET: 

Some Important Differences 


The proposed 1979-80 fiscal year budget that 
the Legislature is now working on is unique in 
some important ways. 

It is the first state budget in history to go over 
$9 billion (combined state and federal money). 

It is also the first state budget to be adopted 
under the limitations imposed by the recently 
adopted constitutional tax limitation amend- 
ment.

Furthermore, this budget, as submitted by the 
Governor, encompasses some controversial 
proposals — including a proposed major charter 
revision for Wayne County government and the 
proposed consolidation of Detroit and Wayne 
County court systems — that are certain to un- 
dergo great legislative scrutiny and debate. 

The 1979-80 proposed budget totals $9,481,- 
055,126. This includes both state and federal 
funds. The general fund budget, which includes 
only state funds, amounts to $4,583,187,592. 


W hen speaking of the state budget, the general 
fund budget is the one commonly referred to 
because it is the portion of the total budget that 
legislators can affect through the decisions made 
during the annual budget adoption process. 

The 1979-80 $4.58 billion general fund budget 
is up approximately $300 million over the present 
year’s general fund budget, which represents an 
8 percent increase. 

The total $9.48 billion budget is some $800 
million, or 9 percent, more than the present total 
budget of $8.68 billion. 

There are no tax increases reflected in the 
proposed 1979-80 budget.

THE MANY STEPS ALONG THE WAY TO THE ADOPTION OF THE STATE BUDGET 


Just where does the annual state budget come 
from? 

When the final budget is adopted by the 
Legislature in the summer it is the climactic event 
following many months of hard work, public- 
hearings and debate by committees of the Senate and 
House, representatives of the executive branch of 
government and the public. 

The proposed annual budget for the coming year is 
traditionally presented by the Governor, usually at 
the beginning of February. The work on the budget 
actually begins before that time when the various 
state departments propose their budgets to the 
Governor and the Governor then works with his 
Director of Management and Budget to arrive 
at his "executive budget. 

After the Governor has formally in- 
troduced his proposed state budget to the 
Legislature and the public, the many bills 
pertaining to the individual parts of the total 
budget are introduced in the Legislature. I he 
bills are introduced in both the Senate and I louse and 
are generally sponsored by a legislator who is a 
member of the Governor’s political party and who is 
a member of the Appropriations Committee. 

The budget bills are classified by department, such 
as the State Transportation Department, Social Serv - 
ices Department, etc. 

Both Senate and House are inv olved in the work on 
the budget bills from the very beginning, with 
approximately 40 percent of the bills beginning 
action in the Senate and 60 percent starting in the 
1 louse. 

The bills are first assigned to the important 
Appropriations Committees of both chambers. The 
full committee then divides the bills and sends them 
to their individual subcommittees according to 
departmental budget. For example, a budget bill 
dealing with the annual state appropriation for 
community colleges would be sent to the Community 
Colleges Subcommittee. 

The “real work” on the budget bills is done in the 
subcommittees. Each subcommittee sets its own 
schedule for taking up the budget bills it has been 
assigned and proceeds to consider them individually. 
This “consideration involves many meetings with 
officials from the department for which the bill will 
provide appropriations, as well as meetings with 
other experts and public hearings. 


When its work on the bill is completed, the 
subcommittee will report the bill, along with its 
recommendations, back to the full Appropriations 
Committee. The full committee will then act on the 
bill, generally following the recommendations of the 
subcommittee, and then send the legislation to the 
floor of the Senate (presuming that is the chamber 
where the bill started out). 

W hen the bill reaches the floor of the Senate, the 
subcommittee chairman is responsible for explaining 
that budget bill to the full Senate. The Senate may- 
make any changes it wishes in the bill before 
approving it and then sending it to the House of 
Representatives. A bill that began on the f louse side 
would be sent to the Senate after receiving final 
approval in the House. 

Once a bill has been passed by one 
legislative body it will go through a similar 
(but usually briefer) process of consideration 
in the other body until it comes to the floor for 
final approval. 

It is the rule more than the exception that the 
I louse and Senate will pass a particular budget bill in 
somewhat different form. When that happens, the 
bill is sent to a conference committee made up of 
members from both the Senate and House. W hen the 
conference committee reaches final agreement on the 
bill, it must be returned to the full Senate and House 
to be reapproved in its final version by both 
legislative bodies. 

After a bill has received final approval from both 
House and Senate, it is sent to the Governor to be 
signed into law. 

The state begins its fiscal y ear October 1 and ends 
it September 30 of the following year. The 
Legislature usually completes its work on the budget 
bills for the new fiscal year sometime in June. The 
present deadline for completing work on the pro- 
posed 1979-80 state budget, that will begin October 
1, is June 8. 

The road to passage of the state budget is a long 
one. But the many' stops along the way provide the 
necessary review and check and balance procedures 
that help assure passage of a fair and fiscally sound 
state budget. 

It is important to remember that the State Constitu- 
tion requires that the Legislature pass a balanced 
budget In Michigan, our budget expenditures cannot 
exceed our revenues.

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Although not facing a "hare hones” budget 
situation, the Legislature must proceed to adopt 
a budget that takes into account the limitations 
required by the “Headlee Amendment and the 
slowing down of the general economy. The 
proposed general fund budget reflects those 
facts as it does not provide for any increase in the 
state’s budget stabilization "rainy day” fund, 
which is scheduled to remain at the present level 
of $235 million. 

In addition, the proposed budget also shows 
the state beginning the 1979-80 fiscal year with a 
slim surplus of $700,000 as compared to the $63.5 
million surplus at the beginning of the present 
fiscal year. 


Money lor education, health, and welfare 
programs accounts for 81 percent of the pro- 
posed general fund budget. 

The largest individual budget increase ($163 
million) has been proposed for social sendees. 

In the area of education, an increase of $72.7 
million, amounting to a nearly 10 percent in- 
crease per pupil, has been proposed for K-12. 
State colleges and universities are scheduled to 
receiv e an extra $46.5 million in the new budget 
and community colleges would get an additional 
$8.5 million. 

It should be noted that although the total K-12 
school aid budget is set at $1.97 billion, the 


general fund portion of that budget is being 
recommended at $898.9 million, down some $15 
million from the present year’s allocation. 

Turning to mental health, the proposed total 
budget has been recommended at $554.9 million, 
up $90 million over the current year. The general 
fund part of that budget has been recommended 
at $488.2 million, an increase of $72 million. 

Focusing on the areas of the proposed budget 
that affect Detroit and Wayne County, the 
Governor has recommended a $20 million in- 
crease in special state aid to Detroit that would 
bring the total to $51 million for the 1979-80 fiscal 
year. 

An unprecedented $6.9 million aid package for 
Wayne County also has been recommended in 


the budget. This has been tied to a proposed 
major overhaul of W ayne County government. 
This proposal, as well as the Governor’s proposal 
to spend $11 million to consolidate the Detroit 
and Wayne County court systems, is controver- 
sial and therefore will undoubtedly be the 
subject of much discussion. 

Other highlights of the proposed 1979-80 
budget include the following: 

• $2.2 million for the acquisition and construc- 
tion of new prison facilities. 

• $3.3 million to continue the state's efforts to 
remove PBB from the food chain.

LEGISLATIVE CHALLENGE: 

Implementing 

Proposal E 


How to go about implementing the 'Headlee 
Amendment' (Proposal E) is one of the most 
perplexing questions facing the Legislature, which 
must now enact the legislation that will carry out 
the mandates of that tax limitation commandment 

The provisions of the amendment, which became 
part of the State Constitution after it was approved 
by voters last year, are easy to understand 
However, there already is a great amount of dis- 
agreement among state legislators, local govern- 
ment officials and school leaders as to how those 
provisions should be defined and then im- 
plemented 

The amendment has three principal parts 

1 ) It limits state taxes to the same proportion that 
now exists between current state spending 
and total personal income in Michigan 

2) It requires that local millage rates be rolled 
back when assessed property values rise 
faster than the inflation rate 

3) It states that local governments and school 
districts will not have to implement any new 
programs required by the state unless the 
state agrees to pay for those programs 

Although all state budgets adopted from now on 
will have to meet the limitations imposed by the tax 
limitation amendment, it should be pointed out that 
the amendment will not affect the 1979-80 fiscal 
year budget The budget to be adopted should be 
well under the limits of the amendment 

A mathematical ratio determines how the first of 
the tax limit mandates will be implemented, but the 
second and the third are being variously interpreted 
and it will be up to the Legislature to decide on a 
specific interpretation and then determine how it is 
to be applied 

For example, just how was the millage rollback 
requirement meant to apply? 


The amendment states that the rollback must be 
from the maximum authorized rate of taxation. 
Many local school districts, however, are not 
presently levying taxes at the maximum authorized 
rate and so a rollback from the maximum autho- 
rized amount might not result in the desired 
reduction in taxes 

Thus, while there are those who are in favor of a 
strict interpretation of the amendment as worded, 
there are also many persons who feel that the 
amendment was really intended to apply to the tax 
rate as levied, even if it is not at the maximum 
allowable level 

In addition to having to decide on a legislative 
answer to that question regarding the rollback 
provision, the Legislature will have to determine 
just how much the state is financially responsible 
when it comes to paying for new programs and 
services. 

Would the state, for instance, have to pay for 
increased wages to employees of local govern- 
ments if the state minimum wage is increased? 

It can be anticipated that local government 
officials will press for a broad interpretation of that 
provision. 

Obviously, there are many questions vet to be 
resolved regarding the implementation of the 
Headlee Amendment And, because they involve 
potentially great amounts of money and impact on 
taxpayers, local governments, school districts, etc., 
they are bound to be controversial. In fact, they 
already are 

I must emphasize that these questions are of vital 
importance to you as a citizen and taxpayer. All 
state programs affect you directly or indirectly and 
if we are forced to cut certain programs or make 
tough choices among programs — as I believe we 
will — the operations of your local government and 
schools, as well as such programs as public health 
and mental health, will be directly affected and 
altered 
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
